These are the magnificent new Mont- 
bretias which have attracted so much 
attention the last year or two at the 
Royal Horticultural Society’s flower 
shows. They are generally much taller 
and more robust than the old style 
Montbretia, the flowers much larger, 
some measuring 3 to 4 inches in diam- 
eter. In severe climates spring planting 
is best and they can be given the same 
treatment as gladioli. Plant 3 to 4 inches 
deep in full sun. They need rich, light 
soil with plenty of moisture. 


CECIL—Very tall with large flowers of buff yellow 
with apricot eye. 

GOLDFINCH—Bright yellow with small maroon 
blotches in the center, outer petals heavily 
shaded brilliant cherry-scarlet. 

HIS MAJESTY —Flowers measuring 4 inches 
across, very broad petalled; deep velvety scarlet 
shading down to gold, back of petals crimson 
shading down to gold. 

LEMON QUEEN—Creamy yellow with pale center 
and deep orange buds.

Tuberous Rooted 
Begonias 


This lovely type of Begonia with 
its large and exquisite blooms is 
becoming more popular each year. 
It grows and blooms in shady 
places, under trees, in beds, in 
porch boxes, or tubs, in places 
where other flowers will not 
thrive. Our stock was secured from 
the Vetterle & Reinelt Hybridiz- 
ing Gardens, whose Begonia ex- 
hibits received the Gold Medal at 
the Golden Gate Exposition. 


GIANT SINGLE TYPE—The flowers of 
this type are enormous, sometimes 
reaching a size of from 8 to 12 inches in 
diameter. It is fine for use in tubs or 
for bedding. 


SINGLE FRILLED TYPE (CRISPA) — 
The large flowers are beautifully ruffled 
and frilled. 


CRESTED TYPE (CRISTATA)—A beau- 
tiful show type, the plants being covered 
with masses of flowers having a crested 
formation on each petal.

DOUBLE CAMELLIA TYPE—This is the 
most popular double type, having very 
large double flowers resembling a cam- 
ellia or rose.

WILSON’S IMPROVED 
Tigridias 
(Mexican Ciger Flower) 


The gorgeous Tigridia is a tropical flower 
which can be grown in any section of the 
United States. It has three richly colored, 
silken petals surrounding a deep cup usual- 
ly spotted maroon or blood red. Each bulb 
develops several clusters of long green buds 
which open into blossoms 5 to 6 inches in 
diameter. The bulbs may be planted in any 
good garden soil containing plenty of humus 
and will blossom from midsummer until 
frost.
